are  pavxig  for  their  crimes.  Burl 
learned  from  this  arrogant  teen- 
I  ager  that  he  was  a  truant  at  nine 
— leaving  school  altogether  a  few 
years  later — a  steady  drinker  at 
ten,  and  an  arrested  burglar  at 
fourteen  when  he  was  sentenced 
to  three  years  in  a  reformatory. 

.  Sparkplug  was  later  transferred 
to  the  state  prison  as  an  "incor¬ 
rigible”  after  he  refused  to  com¬ 
ply  with  reformatory  lows. 

But  the  career  in  crime  of  Spark¬ 
plug  and  others  hke  tom  is  under¬ 
standable  when  their  home  hfe  is’ 
studied,  the  writer  explains.  Spark¬ 
plug's  father  was  an  unemployed 
atcohohc  who  seldom  came  home 
except  to  beat  his  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren.  and  his  mother  was  a  dirty, 
shiftless  woman  who  aftowed  chic¬ 
kens  to  strut  about  m  the  shack 
that  was  Sparkplug's  home. 

“I  didn't  get  there  by  going  to 
church  and  Sunday  school,”  Spark¬ 
plug  confessed.  In  fact,  be  never 
His  parents  were  indifferent  to  the 
attended  Sunday  school  in  his  life, 
church,  to  the  commvansty,  and  to 
the  welfare  of  their  own  children, 
the  study  revealed.  Their  indiffer¬ 
ence  and  lack  of  love  and  concern 
led  their  son  on  a  steady  down¬ 
ward  path  from  playing  hooky  to 
petty  thievery,  to  burglary,  to  re¬ 
form  atory,  to  prison. 

“The  outstanding  fact  m  this 
study  of  case  histories  is  that  back 
of  these  convicts  are  defective 
homes,"  Burt  declares.  '"These 
data  smack  strongly  of  a  lark  of 
responsible  attitudes  by  parents 
and  a  lack  of  partnership  between 
the  home  and  other  institutions. 
Sparkplug  could  have  developed 
into  a  fine  citizen  with  the  hard 
work,  prayer,  dedication,  persist¬ 
ence.  and  responsibility  that  make 
any  home  all  that  it  ought  to  be.”

We  quite  often  hear  ttie  ex¬ 
pression  concerning  special  offer¬ 
ings  that  they  are  to  be  over  and 
above  the  regular  offerings  Wc 
have  frequently  stated  and  again 
repeat  that  that  is  a  rare  thing. 
Some  few  people  give  over  and 
above.  Most  of  them  give,  and 
when  it  is  a  special  offering,  they 
deduct  it  from  their  usual  offer¬ 
ing. 

For  instance,  recently  a  church 
In  Mississippi  took  a  special  offer¬ 
ing  for  the  Kquipment  Fund. 

The  pastor  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  he  was  thankful  for 
the  offering,  but  that  the  regular 
offering  was  down  almost  as  much 
as  the  Kquipment  Fund  offering 
was  up.  As  the  pastor  said,  “This 
means  that  a  number  of  our  |»eople 
instead  of  giving  over  and  aliove 
their  budget  offerings  just  desig¬ 
nated  their  regular  offering.” 


and  the  Churches  that  are  taking  that 
position,  in  my  opinion,  are  resting  their 
foundation  on  sand  and  the  storm  is 
gathering  and  unless  those  churches 
that  have  gone  off  on  an  endorsement 
of  the  opinion  at  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  dealing  with  segrega¬ 
tion  of  the  races  in  the  public  schools 
get  back  on  solid  rock  in  my  opinion 
they  will  not  stand  when  the  storm 
comes. 

I  am  very  much  disappointed  by  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  and  I  am  very  much 
disappointed  that  so  few  Baptist  Church¬ 
es  have  done  as  you  have  done,  repudi¬ 
ated  it.

unbaptistic  measure  I  have  ever  seen 
brought  before  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  was  realistic  when  It 
faced  the  question  of  school  segrega¬ 
tion.  We  had  just  as  well  face  our 
problems  aa  trying  to  duck  them.  Some 
maintain  that  it  was  a  political  prob¬ 
lem  and  the  Convention  should  have 
nothing  to  say.  It  is  also  a  moral  prob¬ 
lem.  The  liquor  traffic,  tobacco  ad¬ 
vertising,  and  many  others  are  political 
questions,  but  they  are  also  moral  too 
The  great  religious  deoomi nations  can¬ 
not  ignore  the  ethical  and  social  justice 
in  the  decision 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has 
come  to  mean  more  of  a  doctrinal  idea 
than  a  locational  one.  The  Convention 
has  now  spread  almost  over  the  entire 
United  States  Baptist  churches  which 
are  not  affiliated  with  any  convention 
are  seeking  fellowship  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  from  nearly  every 
state  in  the  Union.  This  is  one  at  the 
problems  which  the  Convention  is  going 
to  have  to  face.  We  have  been  taking 
in  the  entire  United  States  piece-meal 
Some  fought  accepting  churches  which 
are  in  Canada  from  being  admitted 
Many  churches  m  the  New  England  and 
East  Central  Hales  are  knocking  at 
the  door.  In  another  five  years  there 
will  probably  be  churches  in  every  state 
in  the  Union  in  fellowship  with  the  Con¬ 
vention  through  some  state  convention. 


Canadian  churches,  voting  to  permit 
the  Radio  Commission  to  change  loca¬ 
tions  and  approving  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  on  the  school  segrega¬ 
tion  question.  The  lack  of  publicity  and 
a  thorough  study  of  a  question  may 
cause  the  convention  to  make  bad  judg¬ 
ments  under  mob  leadership.  It  seems 
that  this  did  not  happen  in  St  Louis, 
although  some  would  have  us  believe 
that  mob  rule  was  in  evidence. 

There  is  a  growing  danger  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  of  refusing 
to  face  issues.  More  and  more  decisions 
are  being  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  decide.  This  is  s  bad 
practice:  it  hat  led.  it  leading,  and  will 
lead  to  the  Executive  Committee  being 
forced  to  assume  authority  not  design¬ 
ated  to  it. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  more 
time  to  study  the  various  problems 
than  the  convention  has.  It  can  go  into 
the  many  legal  details  which  cannot 
be  done  in  a  public  meeting.  But  this 
tendency  to  give  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  more  power  and  to  refer  more 
questions  for  their  decisions  rather  than 
to  keep  them  under  the  control  of  the 
convention  or  the  designated  board, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  made,  is 
a  bad  thing  for  democracy. 

This  same  practice  of  having  every¬ 
thing  come  before  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  before  it  can  come  before  the 
convention  is  not  democratic.  A  Bap¬ 
tist  church  that  requires  all  matters 
of  business  to  be  brought  before  the 
so-called  “Board"  of  Deacons  is  not 
according  to  the  Bible  Those  churches 
have  forgotten  the  meaning  of  demo¬ 
cracy.  TTiis  editor  warns  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  the  Illinois  Baptist 
State  Association  and  Baptist  churches 
that  leave  decisions  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Board  of  Deacons  that 
they  are  playing  with  fire.  They  are 
building  up  a  Baptist  hierarchy. 

To  show  that  this  tendency  is  growing 
was  see i)  on  the  last  morning  of  the 
convention  when  Editor  Rueben  Alley, 
Virginia,  made  a  motion  that  a  com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  “to  search  for  and 
to  recommend  a  procedure  for  prior 
consideration  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  aU  matters  that  have  to  do 
with  changes  in  policy  by  any  agency 
of  the  convention  when  these  changes 
require  approval  by  the  convention.” 
TTiis  means  that  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  must  hear  and  review  and  pass 
oa  any  change  before  it  can  be  acted 
on  by  the  Convention. 

This  makes  the  committee  the  con¬ 
trolling  body  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  To  me  this  is  the  moat 
dangerous,  power  packed,  undemocratic. 


As  Others  Saw  It 


wrong  impresaions  He  may  interpret 
actions  in  the  wrong  light  Lack  of 
time,  reasoning,  and  knowledge  of  the 
entire  situation  may  cause  bad  judg¬ 
ments.  With  this  in  mind  I  will  attempt 
to  make  some  appraisal  of  the  Southern 
opinions  If  they  conflict  with  yours, 
your  judgment  may  be  much  better 
than  mine.  Any  opinion  expressed  by 
me,  you  may  take  it  for  what  it  is 
Worth 

To  me,  the  Convention  was  another 
convention.  There  were  few  high  and 
tow  spots.  It  ran  very  much  on  a  level 
course.  The  points  in  controversy  did 
not  develop  to  the  heights  that  some 
oxpeeted.  There  was  little  in  the  dis¬ 
cussion  to  show  that  Baptists  are  di¬ 
vided  In  fact,  there  was  no  vote  at 

any  time  which  indicated  a  serious 

division  of  opinion  AU  questions  were 
settled  with  a  big  sided  majority.  This 
is  good. 

If  there  was  any  difference  it  was  in 
the  so-called  leadership  of  the  conven¬ 
tion  and  the  convention  goers  them¬ 
selves.  I  mean  the  rank  and  file  of 
the  messengers  that  sat  in  the  seats. 
The  convention  voted  down  the  presi¬ 
dent’s  ruling  on  the  question  of  giving 
aid  to  Baptist  churches  in  Canada 
which  are  connected  with  the  Orcgon- 
Washington  Convention.  The  messen¬ 
gers  took  over  the  leadership  at  this 
point.  This  is  a  good  sign  of  demo¬ 
cracy. 

There  are  some  dangers  in  a  demo¬ 
cracy  which  works  as  the  convention 
does.  Mob  fear  can  run  away  with  a 
great  crowd.  The  right  person  at  the 
microphone  can  stir  up  enough  fear  and 
prejudice  to  overrule  common  sense 
This  can  happen.  This  is  one  of  the 
dangers  Some  would  say  that  this  hap¬ 
pened  when  aid  was  given  to  Gas
